Pennsylvania Fruit Juice Tax—Jack

in the State exempts certain fruit juice 
drinks. The term “soft drink” shall not 
include natural fruit or vegetable juices 
or their concentrates, nor non-carbo- 
nated fruit juice drinks containing not 
less than 25 percent by volume of the 
natural fruit juices and/or fruit juice 
which has been reconstituted to_ its 
original state; nor natural concentrated 
fruit or vegetable juices reconstituted 
to their original state whether any of 
the foregoing natural juices are frozen 
or unfrozen, sweetened or unsweetened, 
seasoned with salt or spice, or unsea- 
soned; nor shall the term “soft drinks” 
include coffee, coffee substitutes, tea, 
cocoa, natural fluid milk, or non-carbo- 
nated drinks made from milk deriva- 
tives.

Market Slow Due to Canners Convention 
— Tomatoes Active — Limas Getting 
Short — Other Vegetables Generally 
Steady — Kraut Tightening — Citrus 
Firming — RSP Cherry Demand Up —

THE SITUATION. — The trading 
pace in canned foods slowed down 
somewhat locally this week, due to the 
absence of many trade factors who 
were attending the annual meeting of 
the National Canners’ Association at 
Miami Beach. However, there was a 
fair amount of day-to-day fill-in busi- 
ness continuing, reflecting generally 
tight inventories of many distributors. 
Sauerkraut, which has been on the 
short side, developed further strength 
in some quarters, and citrus and _to- 
matoes were showing further indica- 
tions of firmness. 


THE OUTLOOK. — High interest 
rates, it is expected, will influence gro- 
cery distributors generally in adhering 
to cut-back inventories in canned foods 
over the near-term, with frequent 
small-lot replacement buying the order 
of the day, save in instances where 
carryover sell-outs in canner hands ap- 
pear imminent. Hence, the near-term 
outlook leans toward highly selective 
buying, with no accumulation of ex- 
cess holdings save in cases where dis- 
tributors must protect the position of 
their private label lines by taking in 
stocks, or making purchase commit- 
ments, covering items in short supply. 


TOMATOES.—With the trade gen- 
erally expecting a further upturn in 
values in the canned tomato market, a 
fair buying movement has developed. 
Canners in the East are inclined to 
hold standard Is at $1, although an 
occasional lot at 971% cents is still re- 
ported. Similarly, where $1.25-$1.2714 
is reported on standard 303s in highly

competitive situations, most canners 
are now holding this size at $1.30. On 
214s, the market ranges $2.00-$2.10, as 
to seller, with 10s commanding $7.25 
upwards for full standards, f.o.b. tri- 
state canneries. ‘The market for extra 
standard 303s is firm at $1.35-$1.40, 
with 214s at $2.25 and up and 10s at 
$7.50 upwards. 


SPINACH.—A little new business is 
reported in spinach, with the market 
in the tri-states well held at $1.40 for 
fancy 303s and $2.00 for 214s, with 10s 
holding at $6.50-$6.75, at canneries. 


LIMA BEANS.—Canner offerings of 
limas are on the short side, and the 
market is strong, with fancy tiny green 
303s at a minimum of $2.40, with extra 
standard mixed green and white at 
$1.35. Fancy tiny green 10s are strong 
at $13.50 and up, f.0.b. canneries. 


OTHER VEGETABLES.—There is 
a continued good call for standards in 
corn, peas, and green beans, with the 
market showing steadiness on all three. 
Buyers are also beginning to develop a 
little more interest in fancies and extra 
standards, — at least to the extent of 
checking up on current offering prices 
and expected near-term price trends... 
A fair inquiry is reported for sweet 
potatoes, with fancy whole 303s in syr- 
up holding at $1.25 and fancy squat 
3s at $2.05-$2.10, f.o.b. tri-state can- 
neries. 


APPLE SAUCE.—Replacement buy- 
ing of apple sauce in small lots is run- 
ning into satisfactory totals, it is re- 
ported, with the market in the East 
held at $1.30 for fancy 303s, with an 
occasional offering at $1.2714. On No. 
10s, canners generally are quoting $7 
per dozen, with this price subject to 
shading by ten or fifteen cents in some 
instances. Fancy sliced apples, 6 Ib. 8 
oz. net are commanding $8.00 per 
dozen at canneries. 


SAUERKRAUT .—With supplies in 
canner hands continuing to tighten, 
buyers are picking up kraut in a small 
way to guard against a probable short- 
age on this item. A major national 


packer during the week advanced his 
prices on a nationally-advertised brand 
by 10 cents on 214s to $2.10, with 303s 
up 714 cents to $1.30, f.0.b. midwestern 
cannery. 


CITRUS. — Florida citrus products 
are moving into firmer ground as the 
season progresses and canners find 
themselves confronted with rising pack- 
ing costs and a broadening demand. 
There is a wide range of prices as be- 
tween competitive brands and _ nation- 
ally-advertised labels, however. A ma- 
jor packer during the week upped 
prices on a national brand, moving 
natural orange juice up 714 cents on 
2s to $1.55 and advancing 46-ounce to 
$3.40. On sweetened orange juice, 2s 
were raised 714 cents to $1.40 and the 
46-ounce was upped 15 cents to $3.10. 
Natural blended juice 2s were ad- 
vanced 214 cents to $1.4214, with 46- 
ounce up five cents to $3.10, with 
sweetened 2s increased 10 cents on 2s 
to $1.3714 and 46-ounce upped 20 
cents to $3.00. Grapefruit juice was 
also increased, bringing natural 2s to 
$1.35 and 46-ounce to $2.90, with 
sweetened at $1.30 and $2.80, respec- 
tively. These prices are well over prices 
quoted on competitive brands, but do 
show in which direction the market is 
heading. 


RSP CHERRIES.—With prices for 
frozen red sour pitted cherries continu- 
ing to move upward, canners are get- 
ting a heavier demand for 10s from in- 
stitutional users, and the market is 
strengthening in consequence. Lowest 
price heard at the moment is $10.25 
per dozen for water pack, f.0.b, eastern 
canneries. 


FRUIT STOCKS UP. — Buyers are 
looking over the West Coast fruit situ- 
ation rather carefully, in the light of 
statistics released during the week by 
the Canners’ League of California. The 
report noted that as of Jan. 1, canners 
had on hand 10,328,380 cases of cling 
peaches, basis 2148, against 8,583,817 
cases a year earlier, with freestone 
peach holdings 3,822,719 cases, against 
2,916,570 same date a year ago. Apri-
